work w hat is said to be the greatest copper pro p erty 
in the world, p roduction from which will begin on 
March I, Kilo. 
B re a k in g of w hat is being done th ere 
and what the o re deposits are, Daniel G uggenheim 
is quoted as saying. 
“C huquicam ata’s deposits are estim ated a t 200,000,- 
000 tons of ore, to m ine which 200,000,000 cubic yards 
of earth m ust be rem oved, or 5,000,000 m ore th an 
were removed in cu ttin g the P an am a Canal. 
T re ­ 
mendous as is th e am o u n t of ore developed, th e com ­ 
pany’s engineers 
say 
th a t only the 
m inim um is 
known, and no one can m ake any calculation as to 
the maximum am o u n t of ore which may be extracted. 
F or more than a y e a r a dem onstration plant has been 
operating and it is found th at 90 per cent cf copper 
can be extracted from tile ores by m eans of sulphuric 
acid obtained from the ores itself. 
“T he plant now being erected on the property has 
a capacity of 10,000 tons of ore a day and will pro­ 
duce 120,000,000 pounds of copper per annum . L ater 
an additional 10,000-ton plan t will be added, so th a t 
before July I, 1911, C huquieam ata should be produc­ 
ing at the rate of m ore th an 240,000,000 pounds a 
>ear. 
The com pany is building a pow er plant at 
Pocopilla on the coast- of Chili, w here 53,000 h o rse­ 
power will be developed by m eans of an oil steam 
plant and tran sm itte d 89 miles lo the m ining site in 
the mountain. 
T h e p lant will cost 53,500,OOO and 
the tirst contract for oil covering a period of years 
will amount to 110.000,000. 
Some of die steam shov­ 
els and other equipm ent from the P an am a Canal will 
be used in building a model city in the m ountain 
desert 9500 feet above the sea level.’’

T he deciduous fruits, includ­ 
ing the cherries, apricots, peaches, pears, plum s and 
grapes, promise a record-breaking yield. 
Cherries 
are starting to move now. 
T here will be from IO to 
15 per cent more sugar beets th an last year. 
Men 
m ust raise more to offset the tariff cu t on sugar. 
The hay crop will be big. 
Betw een 5000 and 6000 
carloads of delicious cantaloupes a re ripening in 
Imperial Valley and shipm ents will begin May I. 
“In fact, the crops will be so g re at th a t we urge 
shippers to load cars to full capacity and to w aste 
no tim e in loading and unloading, in o rd e r th a t there 
may he no car shortage th is year. W e have 1000 new 
refrigerator cars, costing about $1,400,000, and we 
will borrow some m ore in order to be re ad y for the 
crop m ovem ent in this territory. 
T h e dried fruit 
shipm ents will be very heavy. 
A big gain in cotton 
is certain in Im perial Valley and elsew here. 
In fact, 
it is plain that the roads will have to h u stle to han­ 
dle the products.’’

122,411. 
In m otorcycles in tile State the n u m b er 
licensed is 17.395 and the num ber of chauffeurs li­ 
censed is 12,853. 
N evada has the sm allest num ber 
of automobiles, 1131; 
th en comes W yoming with 
1584 and New Mexico with 1721. 
The total n um ber 
registered in the U nited States is 1,253,875, a gain 
of 243,392 over 1913. 


Some Facts About Sugar 


Of the 1,081,000 tons of sugar produced in the 
United States in th e y e ar 1913, the beet sugar pro­ 
duced was 727.000 sh o rt tons, more than two-thirds 
of the entire crop. 
Nine hundred thousand acres 
were planted to cane, while the acreage to beets 
was 577,000 acres. 
Of the beet sugar produced, 
more than one-third w as produced iii California and 
Colorado. 
Eight billion pounds of sugar w ill be con­ 
sumed during the fiscal y ear 1913-14, more th an throe 
tim es the consum ption durin g the years 1881-85. L ast 
week the price of refined cane sugar in New York 
reached the lowest point ever recorded, the quotation 
being 3 ,0 7 1 4 cents n e t per pound.

In c o n tra s t with 
the State of N evada we find that, tak in g th e entire 
debt (less sinking fund assets) for tile forty-eight 
States, tin' per capita debt, according to the latest 
report, is $3.52, or $3.18 less than the per cap ita debt 
of Nevada. 
C om paring the increase in tho per cap­ 
ita debt of N evada and the d ecrease for th e forty- 
eight States for tile thirty-year period, we find the 
ratio of increase for Nevada is just one-third the 
ratio of decrease for the forty-eight States, the $5.48 
falling to $3.52 in the average for the forty-eight 
States, and $6.03 advanced to $6.70 in N evada. 
At 
tile present tim e about 0.1 per cent of th e total pop­ 
ulation of the U nited S tates will be found in the 
State of Nevada, and 0.2 per cent of the total debt 
(less sinking fund assets) is attributed to th a t State.

Opening Great Copper Plant 


At Chuq uicam ata, 
Chili, 
the Guggenheims will 
work what is said to be the greatest copper property 
in the world, production from which will begin on 
March 1, 19 15. Speaking of w hat is being done there 
and w hat the ore deposits are, Daniel Guggenheim 
is q uoted as say ing. 
“Chuq uicam ata’s deposits are estim ated at 200,000,- 
000 tons of ore, to mine which 200,000,000 cubic y ards 
of earth m ust be remov ed, or r>,000,000 more than 
were remov ed in cutting the Panam a Canal. 
T re­ 
mendous as is the am ount of ore dev eloped, the com­ 
pany ’s engineers 
say 
that only the minimum is 
known, and no one can make any calculation as to 
the max imum am ount of ore which may be ex tracted. 
For more than a y ear a dem onstration plant has been 
operating and it is found that 9 0 per cent of copper 
can be ex tracted from the ores by m eans of sulphuric 
acid obtained from the ores itself. 
"The plant now being erected on the property has 
a capacity of 10,000 tons of ore a day and will pro­ 
duce 120,000,000 pounds of copper per annum. Later 
an additional 10,000-ton plant will be added, so that 
before July 1. 19 11, Chuq uicam ata should be produc­ 
ing at the rate of more than 240,000,000 pounds a 
y ear. 
The company is building a power plant at 
Pocopilla on the coast-of Chili, where 53,000 horse­ 
power will be dev eloped by m eans of an oil steam 
plant and transm itted 89 miles to the m ining site in 
the mountain. 
The plant will cost $3,50<>,O00 and 
the lirst contract for oil cov ering a period of y ears 
will amount to 110,000,000. 
Some of the steam shov ­ 
els and other eq uipm ent from the Panam a Canal will 
be used in building a model city in the m ountain 
desert 9 500 feet abov e the sea lev el.” 


Motor Cars in California 


Receipts by the State through the licensing of 
auto cars thus far since the law became effectiv e 
is $1,100,000. 
W hen the registration is complete the 
number of automobiles will ex ceed 9 5,000, which 
places California second in rank among the States 
in the num ber of autos. New York ranking first, with 
122,411. 
In motorcy cles in the State the number 
licensed is 17,39 5 and the num ber of chauffeurs li­ 
censed is 12,853. 
Nev ada has the sm allest number 
of automobiles, 1131; then comes W y oming with 
1584 and New Mex ico with 1721. 
The total number 
registered in the United States is 1,253,875, a gain 
of 243,39 2 ov er 19 13. 


Some Facts About Sugar 


Of the 1,081,000 tons of sugar produced in the 
United States in the y ear 19 13, the beet sugar pro­ 
duced was 727,000 short tons, more than two-thirds 
of the entire crop. 
Nine hundred thousand acres 
were planted to cane, while the acreage to beets 
was 577,000 acres. 
Of the beet sugar produced, 
more than one-third was produced in California and 
Colorado. 
Eight billion pounds of sugar will hi; con­ 
sumed during the fiscal y ear 19 13-14, more than throe 
times the consumption during the y ears 1881-85. Last 
week the price of refined cane sugar in New York 
reached the lowest point ev er recorded, the q uotation 
being 3 . 0 7 cents net per pound. 


Suits Against Long Beach 


On May 23 the statute of lim itations will apply to 
prev ent the filing of damage suits against the City 
of Long Beach growing out of the Em pire Day dis­ 
aster, in which forty persons were killed and 300 
injured. 
Thus far 9 6 cases hav e been filed, the 
claims aggregating practically $2,000,000. 


Bank Applies for Charter 


The Marine Commercial and Sav ings Bank of Long 
Beach has applied to the State Banking D epartm ent 
for a certificate authorizing it to operate a comm er­ 
cial and sav ings bank at Long Beach. 


Why Demand for Fuel Oil 
The reason why the enormous demand for fuel 
oil, which will continue to increase, is shown by 
figures giv en out by the British Admiralty , which 
show that of the v essels built or building, dependent 
upon oil solely as a fuel, include five battleships of 
the “Queen Elizabeth” class, also the battle-cruiser 
“Tiger,” IS light cruisers. 109 destroy ers and 36 tor­ 
pedo boats. 
The v essels fitted to use oil as an aux ­ 
iliary total 43 battleships, 17 battle-cruisers, 22 light 
cruisers and sev eral smaller boats partly fitted. 


Refunding Notes Authorized 


The Railroad Commission has rendered a decision 
authorizing the Los Angeles and San Diego Beach 
Railway to issue refunding promissory notes in the 
sum of $15,000 bearing interest at the rate of 6 per 
cent, and a second promissory note in the sum of 
$19 ,000, bearing interest at the rate of 7 per cent, 
both due in four months. 
The notes are to be sold 
at their face v alue. 


Half-Million Legacy Is Found 


Checks made out by the late Dr. Louis Duhcing, 
professor of dermatology in the U niv ersity of Penn­ 
sy lv ania, which were made pay able to the univ ersity , 
but nev er cashed, hav ing been left betw een the 
leav es of hooks and just found, will increase the 
legacy which he left the institution from $400,000 to 
$1,000,000. 
It is the largest gift ev er made to the 
univ ersity . 


Oiling Steel Highway 


Trav elers of the Salt Lake Railway will soon be 
able to ride ov er a dustless roadbed, the company 
hav ing decided to oil the entire roadbed between 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake City . 
To accomplish 
this, 125,000 barrels of crude oil will he used and, 
as the price is 70 cents per barrel, the cost will 
amount to $87,500. 


Business Is Booming 
One of the m ost optim istic v iews of general busi­ 
ness conditions is that of Freight Traffic M anager 
G. W. Luce of the Southern Pacific Railroad, who 
was in Los AngeleS this week. 
Said Mr. Luce: 
“The v olume of traffic, both freight and passen­ 
ger, is decidedly heav ier than it was a few weeks 
ago and there is a picking up of general business, 
which is most refreshing to w itness, throughout the 
State and those States through which the Southern 
Pacific passes. 
The storm is ov er, the sun is out 
and ev ery body knows it and is getting to work to 
increase his business and to enter new fields. 
Men 
are like ants. 
The crops will be larger than ev er 
before in this State. 
The deciduous fruits, includ­ 
ing the cherries, apricots, peaches, pears, plum s and 
grapes, promise a record-breaking y ield. 
Cherries 
are starting to mov e now. 
There will be from 10 to 
15 per cent more sugar beets than last y ear. 
Men 
must raise more to offset the tariff cut on sugar. 
The hay crop will be big. 
Between 5000 and 6000 
carloads of delicious cantaloupes are ripening in 
Imperial Valley and shipm ents will begin May 1. 
“In fact, the crops will be so great that we urge 
shippers to load cars to full capacity and to w aste 
no tim e in loading and unloading, in order th at there 
may he no car shortage this y ear. We hav e 1000 new 
refrigerator cars, costing about $1,400,000, and we 
will borrow some more in order to be ready for the 
crop mov ement in this territory . 
The dried fruit 
shipm ents will In* v ery heav y . 
A big gain in cotton 
is certain in Im perial Valley and elsewhere. 
In fact, 
it is plain that the roads will hav e to hustle to han­ 
dle the products.” 


Indebtedness of Nevada 
In 1880 the total debt of Nev ada at the close of 
the fiscal y ear, December 31, was $436,000; In 189 0 
it was $567,000; in 19 12 it was $071,000, say s a bulle­ 
tin of the D epartm ent of Commerce. 
The popula­ 
tion of the State was 62,000 in 1880, 43,000 in 19 00 
and 9 1,000 in 19 12. 
In 1880 the per capita debt was 
$0.03; in 189 0 it was $11.35; in 19 00 it amounted to 
$15.17. hut declined to $6.70 in 19 12. In contrast with 
the State of Nev ada we find that, taking the entire 
debt (less sinking fund assets) for the forty -eight 
States, the per capita debt, according to the latest 
report, is $3.52, or $3.18 less than the per capita debt 
of Nev ada. 
Comparing the increase in the per cap­ 
ita debt of Nev ada and the decrease for the forty - 
eight States for the thirty -y ear period, we find the 
ratio of increase for Nev ada is just one-third the 
ratio of decrease for the forty -eight States, the $5.48 
falling to $3.52 in the av erage for the forty -eight 
States, and $0.03 adv anced to $0.70 in Nev ada. 
At 
the present time about 0.1 per cent of the total pop­ 
ulation of the U nited States will be found in the 
State of Nev ada, and 0.2 per cent of the total debt 
(less sinking fund assets) is attributed to th at State. 


Gold Deposits at Nome 
The naming of Seward Peninsula, Alaska, in 189 8, 
was a som ewhat tardy recognition of the man who 
had negotiated, amid jeers and ridicule, the purchase 
of the great territory from R ussia y ears 
before. 
N ev ertheless, this sm all arm of A laska has prov ed 
fully worthy of the name, and, while bonanza mining 
in the Nome region, which has produced ov er $50,- 
000,000 of gold, or sev en tim es w hat Secretary Sew­ 
ard paid for the whole of Alaska, is now mostly a 
m atter of history , the region still contains large 
bodies of gold grav els, many of which can be profit­ 
ably ex ploited. 
It is not unlikely , according to the 
United States Geological Surv ey , that in the future 
more gold will he won from these deposits than has 
been mined in the past. 
Furtherm ore, though less 
definite statem ent is possible concerning lode min­ 
ing, it is declared by the surv ey that the field is well 
worthy of careful prospecting for gold v ein deposits.

$100,000; Home for Incurables, $100,000; New York 
Botanical Gardens, $50,000; American Geographical 
Society , $25,000, and Am erican National Red Cross, 
$25,000. 
The appraisem ent of the estale, which was 
made public in New York this week, showed personal 
estate $31,9 47,39 1; real estate, $4,280,000. 
The net 
estate is div ided between his daughter, Mrs. Eliza­ 
beth Reid, widow of the late W hitelaw Reid of the 
New York Tribune, and Ogden Mills, the testator’s 
son. 
Each will receiv e $17,509 ,9 01.

More than one and a half million pounds of wool 
will be shipped from the M cFarland-Delano district 
this y ear.

Brock near H eber in the Im perial Valley returned 
the owner $10,140. 
Ev ery indication is that the sugar beet crop in 
the region about Los Alamitos will be the largest 
this y ear ev er grown there. 
One thousand tons of apricots will he canned at 
the big Libby canneries at Selma this y ear. 
H ere­ 
tofore only peaches hav e been canned. 
Commercial organizations in V entura County are 
offering prizes to school children for the best story 
on the im prov em ent of the lima bean. 


Standard Oil Pay Roll 
At the El Segundo refinery of the Standard Oil 
Company the pay roll now amounts to $00,000 per 
month, while the output is 20,000 barrels per day . 
It is the intention to increase the production until 
100,000 barrels per day is reached. 
This will giv e 
em ploy m ent to 2500 men and make the monthly 
pay roll $200,000. 


New York Central Debt 
During the past ten y ears the New York Central 
Railroad has increased its stock from $132,241,000 to 
$225,576,000; its bonded indebtedness from $200,122,- 
200 to $346,711,000; has created a floating debt of
